“Your relationship with your own 
people have always been most happy 
and helpful, and your attitude to all 
matters of international and imperial 
import and your conduct in connec- 
tion’ with’ them ‘have been so wise 
and worthy as to lift the nation you 
represented to arm enviable position 
in the councils of our empire and the 
interested nations. A very-few years 
have slippped away since you last hon- 
uved us with your presence. | Jrice 
then the citizens of Edmonton have 
spared neither money nor energy in 
their effort to make this city in every 
way worthy of being the capita: of 
the province whose inauguration your 
presence graced on that occasion. 
You will, no doubt, see many things 
in this city which: might be improved. 
Many things will be brought to, your 
careful consideration, but amidst it all 
we wish to-day to assure you with 
no uncertain sound that we are one 
with you in your splendid effort to 
make our beloved Dominion the first 
and richest gem in the crown of the 
British empire.

The parade lined. up’ at "the schec- 
uled hour, but did not leave the hotel 
until shortly after 10.30 o'clock. — Siy 
Wilfrid arrived at the hotel about 
10.20 from the Bank of Montreal, 
where: he sis’ staying, the guest of 
Manager Pardee. He was accom- 
panied from the bank by Hon. A. I 
Siftonand Mayor Lee. 

Prior to the start of the parade, 
the Prime Minister held an informal 
reception in the rotunda of the hotel, 
when he shook hands with a number 
of his acquaintances. 

As the premier again took his place 
in the carriage, which was drawn by 
four horses, and decorated with flags, 
the guard of honor, consisting of a de- 
tachment of the toth A, M. R., made 
a general salute and then dividing, oue 
half being placed before the premier’s 
carriage and the rest at the rear.

Passenger Train Struck by Spe- 
cial Engine On Californian 
Line 


TELESCOPED THE SMOKER 


Most of Those Injured Were In 
It—Occurred at Sharp 
Curve 


Inacio, Cal, Aug. 9.—Thigseen per- 
sons were killed and at least twelve 
were injured tonight when a passen- 
ger train bound from San Francisco 
to Santa Rosa on the North Western 
Pacific Railway was struck by a 
special locomotive and a_ caboose 
south of fgnacio. Most of those in- 
jurde were riding in the smoking car. 

The wreck occurred at a sharp 
curve. The passenger train was trav- 
elling forty miles an hour and the lo- 
comotive and caboose were also going 
at. good speed, At the offices of the 
train dispateher it was said that one 
of the conductors had made a mistake 


‘in his orders and failed to take a sid- 


ing, The baggage car and smoking 
cur were telescoped. 

When the dazed passengers made 
their way out of the rear coaches un- 
harmed they went to the assistance of 
thirty passengers in the smoking car 
who were caught among the broken 
seats and splintered timbers and those 
who were not killed, were unable to

According to another report the shot 
fired struck Mayor Gayner in the 
mouth, he was walking on the prom- 
enade deck of the steamer when the 
shot was fired. Doctors were im- 
mediately rushed in from Manhattan 
to the sene of the tragedy at TMobo- 
ken steamship pier. 


Starting on Holidays

He was looking forward to a well:

New York, Aug 9, 11.20.—At_ this 
time the Mayor's condition is not so 
favorable. The doctors are having 
trouble in controlling the hemorrh- 
ages. Blood from the wound finds its 
way into the throat and checks of the 
sufferer from time to time. 


Drs. Stewart and Brewer, of New 
York, have arrived at [Loboken hos- 
pital.

Gave Reason for Deed 

New York, Aug. 9—The man who 
shot Mayor Gaynor gave his name as 
Jules James Gallagher, 640 Third ave, 
New -York City.

Stirring Address by E. M. Mac- 
Donald at a Dinner Last 
Night 


GIVEN BY MARITIMERS 


Hon. Frank Oliver and Senator 
William Gibson Were 
There, Too 


“We must not talk of the needs of 
the west, we must not talk of — the 
needs of the east, but of the needs 
of the whole of Cayada. If the ueeds 
of the west are to be gratitied, or if 
the needs of the east are to be grati- 
Tied, it must be because it is in the 
interest of Canada as a whole.” 

Such was the keynote of a patriotic 
address made by E. M. Macdonald, 
K.C., member of parliament for Pic- 
tou, N.S. at the banquet given in his 
honor by, the former residents of the 
Maritime Provinces, now living in Ed- 
monton, at the King Edward Hotel 
last night. 

Mr. MacDonald, in replying to the 
toast, “Our Guest,” paid particular 
attention to the existant antagonism 
between east and west, “Broad Cana- 
dianism” was his theme 

Mr. MacDonald led up to his re- 
marks in that conection by an elo- 
quent eulogy of Sir Wlifrid Laurier. 

To Assist Western Canada 

“The present tour which is being 
made by Sir Wilfrid Laurier,” said Mr. 
MacDonald, is the most unique that 
has ever been undertaken in Canadian 
history. The object of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier in making this tour is to 
stludy conditions out here, to make 
himself thoroughly acquainted with 
the newer types, of citizens and to 
familiarize himself with . the .coun- 
try so that he may know better what 
is needed to assist western Canada 
in its march to the goal of bros; 
perity! 

“Everyone admires Sir Wilirid 
Laurier, no matter what a person's 
political proclivities may be. He is 
the greatest man with the greatest 
idea of Canadianism of any other 
personage in the history of our coun- 
try, and he takes the greatest pride 
in the development of the west.

The banquet was most successful in 
every detail and was attended by 
about seventy former “Maritimers.”

The Maritimers 

Mr F. A. Morrison, of Vegrevillc, 
replying to the toast to New Bruns- 
wick, stated that it was always fair 
weather when good fellows got to-

*Maritime Provinces were assembled. 
YWe made an cloquent reference to the 
ties of blood which bind each of the 
sons of the three Maritime Provinces 
to their native soil, and that it was 
only by means of that, that the capi- 
tal of Alberta was bridged. Continu- 
ag in that strain, Mr. Morrison said 
that in the old battles against political 
tyranny the sons of New Prunswick 
had fought as well as the sons of the 
other provinces of the country, and 
that New Brunswick still had men of 
the same calibre as of those days of 
strife and turmoil, and that the ideals [ 
of New Brunswick’s sons were still 
the same.

Mr. Aubrey Fullerton in his address 
on behalf of Nova Scotia, spent most 
of his time in pointing out the “Nova 
Scotianess of Nova Scotia.” by which 
he meant that the coast province had 
some distinctive features which set 


it apart from the rest of the previnces 
and in fact from any other place in 
the world. He also spoke of the 
charm of Nova Scotia history aud re- 
gretted that out in the west there 
were no traditions such as there, were 
in his native province. “In the leysis- 
lative buildings at Halifax,” he said, 
“there is a room which is full of an- 
tique and musty documents which 
contain much in the way of tradition, 
and I am sorry that there is not. some 
of that mustiness out. here. 


Mr. Fullerton was full of optimism 
for the future of Nova Scotia ‘and 
stated that the best days in the his- 
tory of that province were ahead of it 
and that in twenty-five years a most 
remarkable change for the better 
could reasonably be expected. 


At this point Mir. Alfred McIsaacs 
favored the gathering with two splen- 
didly rendered vocal solos, receiving 
liberal applause. 

- Toasted Guest of Honor 

Mr. MasKinnon in proposing the 
toast to “Our Guest,” stated that he 
did so with no small amount of per- 
sonal gratification, and made a brief 
eulogy of Mr. MacDonald 

The toast was honored amid enthus- 
jasm, and the singing of “Tor he's a 
jolly good fellow.” 

Mr. MacDonaid’s Reply 

On rising to reply Mr. ‘MacDonald 
uttered his thanks for the great honor 
done him inthe. arranging of the ban: 
quet for him. He felt sure, however, 
that it was nat so much in his honor 
as it was to take advantage of an 
opportunity for a reunion of former 
residents of the Maritime Provinces 
He said that although the ‘west was 
very alluring, he was perfectly ‘satis- 
fied with life in the east, and that’ he 
was taking a philosophic view of 
things and was taking life easy. 
Everybody in the Maritime. Provinces 
was satisfied with their conditions, he 
said, and even if they could not raise 
such a fine crop of grain they have 
all the fish in the Atlantic, so that the 
honors were about aven. 

The people 1 the Maritime Prov- 
inces had watched with interest the 
careers of all those who had left their 
homes to come west in quest of for- 
tune, and that they were proud of 
their various achievements 
new world. 

Mr. MacDonald expressed the op- 
inion that the Maritime Provinces 
produced the best Canadians 

“You can’t be a good Canadian,” 
said Mr. MacDonald, “unless you 
have have breadth of view and charity 
towards the opoinions of others, and 
that’s what we have down near the 
Atlantic.” 

Mr. MacDonald then nranreded to 
laud the many historical characters 
which have come out of the Maritime 
Provinces, paying particular tribute 
to Sir Charles Tupper, who, although 
of opposite political inclinations, was 
a greater man than even his friends 
believed. 

Canada’s Great Destiny 

That Canada was destined to play 
an important part in imperial politics 
was one of Mr. MacDonald’s conten- 
tions, and he estimated that within 
twenty-five years Canada will have a 
population of an equal number of mil- 
lions. South Africa, and New Zea- 
land will also be prominent factors in 
working out the destiny of the _em- 
pire. 

Hon. Frank Oliver Speaks —. 

The names of Hon. Frank ‘Oliver 
and Senator Roy were coupled with 
the toast to the Dominion Parliament, 
which was honored while the orches- 
tra played the “Maple Leaf Forever,” 
At the beginning of “his address, ‘Hon. 
Mr Oliver informed the gathering 
that their guest, Mr. MacDonald, was 
considered one of the smartest of the 
contingent of members from the mari- 
time provinces. He then proceeded 
to express his misfortune in.not hav- 
ing been born in any of the exstern 
provinces. However, he said’ that he 
concurred with all the previous speak- 
crs in their opinions of maritime pco- 


in their 
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Mr. Oliver endorsed what Mr. Mac- 
Donald had said in regard to Cana- 
dianism, but he begged the liberty of 
stating that in his opinion the Cana- 
dian ‘spirit was already developed in 
the west, and it is only necessary for 
a western. man to say that he is a 
Canadian for a person to know the 
depth of his pride in so being. 

Going to the States 

In speaking of the maritime prov- 
inces, Mr. Oliver stated that the only 
thing to be regretted was that many 
of the young men of the eastern prov- 
inces were leaving to seek their for- 
tunés on the southern side of the 
boundary line instead of staying on 
the north, and he hoped that the visit 
of Mr. MacDonald would help to rem- 
edy that evil by diverting them to the 
west. 

He took exception to a statement 
made by Mr. MacDonald in which the 
latter had referred to Edmonton as an 
outpost of empire.  Tdmonton was 
exactly the opposite. It was the gate- 
way of empire in that there was more 
Canada behind it than there was be- 
hind any other city in the country. 

Senator Gibson 

Senator Gibson confined his re- 
marks mostly to a few anecdotes 
about famous men who hailed from 
the maritime provinces. Senator 
Gibson stated that the last time he 
was in Edmonton was sixteen years 
ago and that he saw a wonderful 
change since then. 

The toast to Alberta was eeepotled 
to by the Hon. C. R. Mitchell, attor- 
ney-general of the province. Mr. Mit- 
chell was given a very hearty recep- 
tion 

Hon, C. R. Mitchell Replies 

During the course of his remarks, 
Mr. Mitchell drew attention to the 
waste of natural gas in the northern 
part of the ‘province, stating that it 
was rather shameful that some means 
could not be found to conserve one of 
the province's best assets He ex- 
tended a velcome to Mr. McDonald 
on behalf of the government and also 
to the city, in the absence of any city 
officials. Speaking of traditions, Mr. 
Mitchell said that Alberta had a few, 
although they were not very old. The 
old stories of the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany and the opening up of the coun- 
try ‘which followed that company’s 
operations was now a matter of his- 
tory. Moreover, traditions in Aiberta 
were in the making 

The toast to the press was respund- 
ed to by Mr. J. C. Walsh, of the Mont- 
real Herald, who spoke appreciative- 
ly. 

The banquet came to an end at 1.30 
am. by the singing of Auld Lang 
Syne and the National Anthem.

The Arrival of the Train

Sir ‘Wilfrid was then introduced to 
the reception committee, Sir ‘Wilfrid 
meeting cach one, besides many oth- 
ers on tne platform, with a hearty 
handshake and ihis famous sunny 
simile, 

The Prime Minictens then, at the in- 
stance of Hon. Geo. P. Graham, who 
remarked that he was a friend of al! 
camera men, posed for the newspaper 
photographers, afterwards stepping in- 
to the government house carriage, fol- 
lowed tby ‘Hon, A. LL, Sifton, Premier 
of Alberta, Lieutenant Goernor Bul- 
yea and Hon. Frank ‘Oliver. 

The Parade 
‘After all the other carriages were 
occupied, according to previous ar- 
raagements the poosie 19 the Mag 
Edward ‘Hotel started, headed by four 
members of the R.N.W.M.P.,

, AT FORT SASKATCHEWAN 

Fort Saskatchewan, the old garrison 
town of northern Alberta, gave the 
Prime Minister one of the happiest 
receptions of the day The sun was 
sinking and the afternoon had be- 
come much cooler than earier in the 
day, when the special train pulled in- 
to the Fort. The train has been an- 
nounced in Edmonton to arrive at 
seven o'clock, and there was plenty 
of time at the Fort to spend a Ieisure- 
ly half hour.

“The head of the state on more than 
one occasion, with the approval of 
the whole Empire, has shown deserv- 
ed appreciation of your statesman- 
ship. Your great abilities have been 
recognized by some of the greatest 
and oldest seats of learning in the 
world.

“It is our intention to stimulate the 
interest of the people of this locality 
in Canada’s International Exposition

Nearly every roof in town carried 
a capacity house, and perilously near 
the edge people could be seen looking 
over to witness the procession. Nor 
was this confined to the men, num- 
bers of the fair sex ventured up aloft 
regardless of the climb and the heat.

the small boys who stood poised on 
the roof of the Merchants’  Pank 
building. : 


The country cousin element was es- 
pecially prominent opposite the King 
Edward. Mother and father 
uncle and aunt and all the children 
were there in full force, their faces 
aglow with excitement and their 
mouths wide opens 

Kodahs‘ by the thousand were in 
evidence. Every second person had a 
camera of some size or shape, and 
were craning their necks for a point 
of vantage from which to ‘snap” Sir 
Wilfrid as he went by. f 


An incident rather pathetic, but. in 
some ways amusing occurred when 
the Premier's carriage was passing 
along Jasper west. A woman, all 
alone, with enthusiasm stamped on 
her face, pushed through the crowd 
and bravely waved = a_ little Union 
Jack to Sir Wilfrid as he passed Then, 
having done he: homage, she con- 
tentedly made her way back. 

There was great excitement and 
almost a battle among three Ger- 
mans at the corner of Jasper, first 


as to which was the Hon, Frank 
Oliver and which was the Hon. 
Arthur Sifton. Iwventually it must 


have been settled satisfactorily, as the 
guttural sounds died away and peace 
reigned over the German colony. 


A prettv feature of the procession 
was the presentation of the second 
boupuet to Sir Wilfrid Laurier by 
Censtance Laura Asher, accompanied 
by several of her school companions. 
This was presented opposite the Unit- 
ed Aids’ offices, 560 Jasper Avenue, 
east, with a short sympathetic ad- 
dress which reads as follows: 


“Welcome, Sir Wilfrid! Kindly ac- 
cept this small token of esteem from 
myself and little schoolmates, who 
have been told so much of your 
greatness, and kindly convey our love 
to your good lady.’

A Remarkable Picture 
It was when coming away that the 
‘whole scene, as a remarkable picture 
of Canadian life, assumed its most pic- 
‘turesque aspect. Down the road to- 
ward the depot came the six oxen, 
slowly, steadily, and lowing in deep 
protest In the front seat of the 
wagon sat the white-haired Premier, 
and behind him his confreres. At 
the sides of his conveyance rode 
mounted men while behind and on 
every side followed the village, like 
children following with implicit, faith 
their leader. ‘The dust from their 
plodding feet half obscured them and 
as they marched they sang wild Rus- 
sian peasant songs, that set one’s fan- 
cies rioting and stirred strange sym- 
pathies in the hearts of those that lis- 
tened. It was the song of the op- 
pressed of an oppressed country, but 
the people, humbly following — the 
wagon, seemed to sing it rather as a 
relic of old than as an interpretation 
of the new days here in the new land. 
At the depot the priest climbed on 
a rain-barrel and led off in another 
chant which was still making the wind 
full of sadness when the train pulled 
out. 


~h“Five years ago,” he said, “I had the 
privilege of being with the Governor 
General. when he came to this city 
on the occasion of Alberta ‘becoming 
a province. 

“We had a procession then, but it 
was avery short one compared to the 
one we had today, in fact, it was so 
short that it was decided that we 
should proceed twice over the same 
route.

Sir Wilfrid then went on to say. 
that in the address with which he was 
presented there was mention made of 
uniting all the different elements, and 
in answer to all he could say was that 
‘all were weleome to come to the fa- 
vored land where all nations would 
find the constitution more elastic and 
more democratic and all that would 
be asked of them avas that they would 
become good and law-abiding ‘Cana- 
diins and serve the King faivhfully. 

Another mention was made in the 
address where it was said that one of 
Edmonton’s public parks was named 
after Sir Wilfrid. “My friends and my 
enemies tell me,” said Sir Wilfrid, 
“that I was born under a lucky star 
and I am beginning to believe I was.” 
He then went.on to speak of his luck' 
and his providence and said that the 
best thing he could say was that he 
hoped his name would bring luck to 
the city and the. park. 

In conclusion’ he said that never: 
before had he been privileged to wit- 
ness such a demonstration and again 
thanked his fellow citizens. 

Loud cheers greeted Sir ‘Wilfrid 
and at the close of his speech the 
Mayor stepped forward and called for 
three cheers for the Right Hon. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier. The noise had 
scarcely died away when Sir Wilfrid 
was on his feet calling on the people 
for three cheers for the King, 

The crowd then ibroke up and Sir 
Wilfrid after shaking hands with all 
on the platform and speaking a few 
words with cach, was escorted to his 
carriage and drove to the King Ed- 
ward Tlotel-to meet the civic deputa- 
tiens.

‘The little 
girl had many ‘years to go before she 
would learn that kissing people's 
hands is a pretty custom, which the 
new race she lives amongst, does not 
understand.
